AT THE SUMMER GARDENS. 


“Coequelicot’s’’ Undraped Indecency—‘‘Myn- 
heer Jan’’ and the Minstrels. 


The first production in St. Louis of ‘‘Coque- 
licot,’’ a comic opera by Varnie and Sylvester, 
Grew a good audience to Schnaider’s Garden 
Theater last night. , 

It would undoubtedly reflect more credit on 
the taste of the audience if H could be added 
that the opera drove it away from the garden. 
The pleasure afforded by bright, catchy music 
and some legitimate fun was marred by 
incidents of the performance and por- 
tions of the libretto which would not 


be tolerated in a well-regulated variety dance 
hall. It is scarcely fair to the French to call 
these objectionabie features by the general 
term Frenchy which is used to include all that 
is more or less shocking to American audi 

ences unless Frenchiness is synonymous with 
mastiness. That airy, frivolous, light and 
graceful playiag with forbidden topics char- 
acteristic of the french method of treating 
opera bouffe which is at all decent and out of 
which even a prude may extract sume meas- 
ure of entertainment is utterly lacking in this 
libretto. But indecency is substituted for 
grace and fouiness for wit. 

The terms risque, suggestivenesa or double 
entendre, cannot be applied to the libretto. It 
did not trip lightly overforbidden ground, 
but wallowed in the mire; it did not suggest, 
but left no room forthe imagination by cold, 
unmitigated statements of fact; double en- 
tendre was knocked out by a frankness of 
expression which even dense ignorance could 
not distort into a decency of intention. An 
incident was introduced into the last act of 
which the proprieties of reputable journalism 
forbid to be mentioned. All that can 
be said with regard to it is that there 
are things necessary in the economy of 
life which are relegated by all people of any 
degree of refinement or delicacy-to extreme 
privacy, and when they are dragged out into 
the glare of the fvotlights in an attempt to 
make indecency cover the absence of wit they 
excite only disgust. 

It is incredible that the taste of a St. Louis 
audience should be as misjudged as it was last 
evening, but it will be still more incredible if 
the St. Louis people will consert to let the 
ju ent stand. With a thorouh expurgation 
of the opera of features palpably improper in 
a mixed assemblage, there is no reason that 
an entertaining production may not be made 


of it. 

The California Opera Co. gave a cred- 
itable first performance of the opera. The 
work of some of the members of the cast was 
exceptionaliy clever. Francis Gaillard as 
Perez scored a strong success. He was artistic 
in his singing and handled the part with a 
dash, spirit and intelligence which won the 
ungualified approval of the audience. He 
sang Petit Bleu splendidly, receiving several 
encores for this and other songs. Fred Urban 
gave the title role clever and bright treatment. 
Petite, dainty and shapely Ida Mulle illumin- 
ated the part of Teresita with chic and brigùt- 
ness.

As soon asthe Judges entered Russell rose, 
announcing the withdrawal of himself and 
Mr. Asquith.

The point of this was not lost on the court, 
Friday being fixed for the presentation of the 
freedom of the city of Edinburgh to Parnell, 
Judge Hannen suggestea that the Attorney- 
General should finish with Parnell on Thurs- 
day. Mr. R. T. Reid of counsel for 
other Irish members, then rose, saying 
that he and his juniors had also been 
instructed by the Irish members they repre- 
sented to withdraw.

Watching the American Crops. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 16.—Monday’s weekly report 

from Bombay by cable settles the fact that the 

Indian wheat crop is going to be no factor at 


all in the question of the world’s food supply 
this year, and there is asudden and anxious 
effort now being made to get at the fucts upon 
which to base an estimate of what the worid’s 
crop will really be like. I spent yesterda 
withanumber of the best informed Englis 
specialists and discovered that they believe 
that the situation a few months hence 
is gOing to be fully as bad as it was 
last year. One or two say they expect it 
to be worse. Of course, the state of European 
crops is stillsusceptibie of fluctuations and 
can not be mupped out until the annual seed 
fair at Vienna, which has advanced to date to 
Avgust 24, but while climatic contingencies 
may injure good crops,they will do little to 
Improve those already doomed, and the con- 
dition in October is more likely to be worse 
The demand for wheat in the big 
purchasing countries of Europe bids fair to be 
smaller than usual. England and France both 
promise harvests considerably better than 
last year. As the fields and stocks now 
stand the yield of these two coun- 
— is expected to be 40, 000 ,000 
bushels in excess of thatof last year. Spain 
will also be above the average, and Italy only 
atrife under. Germany is almost as good— 
perhaps the present weather will make her 
quite as good—as last year. But there the 
favorable picture abruptly stops. Indeed, the 
tenth parallel may be taken as fairly dividing 
the good from the bad. East of that line 
wheat crops have gone to pieces. Two great 
exporting countries, Russia and Austro- 
Hungury, will this year find it difficult to feed 
themselves. 

Russia, which had big barvests the last two 
years, and forced the market to get rid of 
all its grain in order to float loans, 
the last of which wes conciuded 
the other day, now confronts a rather scrious 
situation. Herbig granaries, like those at 
Odessa, have never before been so empty of 
wheat, and the present crop in many large 
districts is a complete fallure. There is a mass 
of confirmatory evidence of this from private 
sources, but the most conclusive is the fact 
that the oflicial bureuu which last year for the 
lirst time sent out lots of encouraging bulle- 
tins, thie year gives no sign Of its existence. 
The long drought and then the cyclonic 
storms, which destroyed wheat und oats pros- 
pects in Russia, have done the same for wheat, 
rye and bariey in Austro-Hunyary, Roumania 
and Eastern Germany. In short, though crops 
west of the tenth parallel are quite definitely 
better than in 1888, this is more than balanced 
by the failure in the far more important grain 
fields east of that line. England, France and 
Italy must always buy so much grain that the 
question exactly, how much they need is 

but the failure 
is serious 
considering collapse of India and 
the very deficient crops of Australia. It 
is now estimated here by experts that the 
eastern hemisphere us a whole is worse off 
than it was a year ago at this time. There is, 
therefore, almost tearful interest in what the 
American crop will de like. The shortage 
over here wil) be so great that the market will 
be mae atthe mercy of the United States 
than ever before, and the next report from the 
Washington bureau is eagerly wa'ched for as 
an indication of how severe a squeeze may be

Oneofthe letters, referring to a re- 
mittance of $21,500 from America, contained a 
passage 28 

Ws are ready to take the field when the 
proper orders are issued to the reximental 
commanders.’’ 

The witness admitted that the letters were 
authentic. While witness wasin America he 
joined the Clan-na-Gael. This organization 
sent him to Ireland as a military officer to re- 
organize the men. He received $9,000 towards 
his expenses. He did not effect the object of 
his mission, finding that the agents in Ireland 
declined to co-operate with him. He, there- 
fore, considered his mission ended and went 
to France. He sent his resignation to America 
and returned $8,000. Since that time he had 
bad no connection with the Clan-na-Gael or 
the Fenians. During his career in Parliament 
he had received no money from America. He 
denied spending $10,000, which had been en- 
trusted to him for election purposes. 

BEET SUGAR CONFERENCE.

026,000 The bank will do no speculative 
business, but will sell sugar on commission 
and make loans to manufacturers. The prof- 
its of the bank will be divided among the mem- 
bers of the syndicate. The bank will also iur- 
nish the members with news concerning the 
sugar markets. The books for subscriptions 
to the capitalstock will be opened simultane- 
ously in the European centers in a short time.

A Terrible Flood in China. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 16.—The steamer 
City of New York arrived here yesterday, 
bringing news from Hong Kong and Yoko- 
huma.

‘*‘News has been received at Hong Kong 
from Klayang Chu Prefecture, in the north- 
east Of Kwangtung, that early on the morning 
of the 2d inst. the Chan Ping and Ping Yuen 
districts were flooded by bursting of water 
spout or tornado, described by Chinese as 
water dragon, and the level country was 
flooded with nearly thirty-six feet of water, 
The villages of Chae Kong and Ha Ku Hui, in 
the Ping Yuen district, and Cueong Tan, Hop 
Lui, Ngai Ku, Sam Chan Kfu and San Po Hui, 
in Chang Ping district, were overflowed, 
many houses being wholly swept away, while 
others were inundated.

THERE’S NO PLACE LIKE BOME. 


Ex-Ceongressman Glover Returns to Make St. 
Li His Abiding Place. 


Ex-Congressman John M. Glover bas re- 
turned from Washington and proposes to 
make St. Louis his home for the future. He 
intended returning earlier, but was delayed 
by the Ulness of Mrs. Glover, who is now at 
Deer Park, Md. Mr. Glover intends to resume 
the practice of law in this city, and readily as- 
sures Congressional aspirants that his return 


to the district should not be considered asa 
cause for apprehension. He denies having 
any designs in that direction. ‘‘lam not going 
into politics,’’ said he to-day, ‘‘except 
to take part when I can belp my friends. I 
have had a sufficiency for myself for a while. 
I don’t know enough about the local situation 
to makea perdicition. Idon’t know the secret 
ofthe defeat here last fall. I thought that Castle- 
man was as good a man as could be put up. 
I favored his nomination and asked my friends 
in the committee to assist him. I think it was 
the tariff, though in the Hancock campaign 
the platform was about the same and the issue 
about the same, but we carried the Congress- 
ional districts in that campaign, if 1 remem- 
ber. The loss of the three St. Louis districts 
created a great sensation in the East. I don’t 
think itis understood anywhere.’’ 

In answer tu a question as to the Washing- 
ton estimate of the Republican Administra- 
tion Mr. Glover said: The Administration is 
not a success. I thought with the new 
States coming in and the Republicans seemed 
to be so thoroughly united, as they were in 
the campaign, that the prospect for the re- 
turn ofthe Democracy was very slim for a 
quarter of a century.

Russians Besiege a Steamship Agency After 
the Proprietors Have Filed. 


A crowd of Russians gathered around the 
office of Heller Bros., foreign bankers and 
steamship agents, at 1015 Franklin avenue, 
this morning and were so loud in their 
denunciations of the bankers that people 
feared they would tear down the building. 
The reason of their anger they stated was 
that the Heller Bros. had taken their 
money and left. They deposited their money 
with the Hellers to be transmitted to their 
families in Europe, or to buy steamship 
tickets, which they were to send to relations 
who wanted to eome to this country. 
They have received money from about 500 
people, in sums ranging from $10 to $300. Last 
Tuesday night one of the brothers left. Thurs- 


day the other followed. This wmorn- 
ing Mr. Hunsberger of Kopperl & 
Hunsberger, steamship agents of Chicago, 
arrived here to take charge of 


the office. Heller Bros. represented Kopperl 
& Hausberger in the agency of the Beaver 
Line. Mr. Hausberger found in the oflice 
an unopened letter from one of the Heller’s 
tothe other. It was dated Detroit, Mich., 
July 10, and advised the brother to whom it 
was addressed to come to Detroit so they could 
go to Canada together. It spoke of their 
scheme here and how successfully it was 
worked. How muchthe Hellers obtained is 
not known, but their operations were exten- 
sive among Russian emigrants, and they prob- 
ably realized a large sum. 
HOW IT WAS DONE. 
One of the two or three English-speaking 


Russians standing in the group 
about the door explained the 
manner in which the firm operated. 


He sald: We came here and bought tickets, 
mostly all of them from Russia here. I have 
one now I got only a ine time ago 
which I paid $58 for and this 
man here, indiegting another of the group, 
‘fhe paid nearly $300 for tickets for 
a whole family; then with the 
tickets we always send some money to help 
them along on the way over. This money 
we paid the agents in cash and 
they gave us these papers which 
they said could be collected on in Russia. I 
guess they must have robbed about five hun- 
dred people, as they have been here for about 
six months.

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The Spring Dreuth Said to Have Caused a 
Failure of the Crops—The Yield 30,000, 
000 Bushels Short—The heports Gen- 
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Market. 
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GRAFTON, Dak., July 16.—The wheat crop of 
Dak ota is 30,000,000 bushels short. The figures 
are large but not in the least exaggerated. 
The total production for the territory cannot, 
under the best possible conditions from now 
until harvest, which will begin in the North 
by the 25th, exceed 20,000,000 bushels and to 
putitthat high is a liberal estimate. The 
greatest detriment to a successful crop 
this year has been the exceedin ly dry 
season, and only along the gtreams will there 
be any crops at all. In the s ring the most 
terrific winds prevailed in this entire terri- 
tory, and for weeks afterthe crop was down 
the air was filled with the flying particles of 
soll thut should have been furnishing nutri- 
ment to the seed that was lying exposed and 
burning on the surface. Hundreds of acres 
were sown for the second time, and it would 
have been a very good thing for the country if 
the entire crop had been put in again when 
the winds were stilled. The grain was for 
the greater part injured so that no 
amount of nourishment would bring it 
back, and it is altogether likely that, outside 
of the Valley of the Red River, all the grain 
grown will not fill 500 cars. The best crops, 
and, in fact, the only fair yield, will be in the 
counties of Pembina, Walsh, Grand Forks, a 
smail portion of Traill, the center of Cass and 
Northwestern Richland. Elsewhere the 
ground is as bare and almost as brown as 
though a prairie fire had crossed it. In Ne- 
son County, famously prolific, wheat will not 
yield as much grain as was seeded. Ramsey 
is bare, except in the immediate vicinity of 
Devil’s Lake,and in the famous Turtle Mount- 
ain region, the rich soilof which has hith- 
erto been regarded as drought-proot, the 
earth succumbed, and there will be but little 
wheat for export in that section. 

Along the main line of the Northern Pacific, 
in the once famous bonanza farm district, the 
elevators are closing up and the country trib- 
utary to Bismarck is as barren asa sandhill. 
The Jim River Valley will barely feed its peo- 
ple, and, in short, nowhere in Dakota will 
there be any wheat for export save along the 
main line of the Manitoba road from a point 
thirty miles north of Fargo, the boundary. 
The cry of faminethat was raised last winter 
in the western part of Walsh County will find 
its echo all over the Territory the coming win- 


r. 

Aside from this impoverishing of the people 
by the failure of the wheat, there is another 
danger which will be felt almost as severely, 
and that is the want of fodder for the stock. 
The oat crop is bad, and the meadows away 
from the river bottoins are as parched as the 
prairie. Not alone will this Territory be the 
sufferer, but a trip through Montana reveals 
the same state of atfaira. The range cattie 
will not find enough to live on until cold 
weather, and a prominent railroad official told 
a correspondent that all the extra cars of the 
N.rthern VPacitic and Manitoba roads had 
been ordcred to Montana to pull out the 
steers as soon as the lack of feed necessitated 
a reduction in numbers of the range stock.

THE CARE OF THE HAIR. 
How Women Should Nurse and Nurture 
Their Tresses. 


Don’t wash your hair. That is the advice 
given by a woman who has been at the head of 
aleading establishment for the last sixteen 
years. She says: 

‘‘I believe the average woman drowns the 
life of her hair by frequent washing in hot 
and cold water. Wesend out from the house 


nineteen hands who dress hair by the sea- 
son, contracting for the entirefamily. They 
plan to giveeach head a combing twicea 
week, and by special arrangement make 
house-to-house visits daily. Not adrop of 
water is put on the hair and every head is 
kopt in a clean and healthy condition. We pin 
our faith toa good brush, backed with olive 
or palm wood to the elaborate articles bound 
in silver or ivory. A brushof this sort costs 
75 cents, but I wear one out every month, You 
see I use it not only on the hair, but the scaip 
as well. 

A man has to be taught how to dress a hair 
jast as instruction is needed in school teach- 
ing of bread-making, and this teaching is part 
of my duty. One object lesson la worth aterm 
oftheory andso in teaching one novice I 
operate on another. 

»The first thing todo whenthe hair is un- 
pinned is to loosen it by lightly tossing it 
about. The operation need not tangle it, and 
asthe tresses are being aired they fall into 
natural lengths. Instead of beginning at the 
scalp the firatcombing should start at the 
end of the bair. In other words comb up- 
wardsto avoid tangiing, breaking and tear- 
ing the hair out. This racking of the hair 
will remove considerable dust. The scalp 
should be cleaned in spots and sections and a 
fine tooth comb is indispensable. It is not 
necessary to draw the comb down through 
the hair. Dandruff can be removed by comb- 
ing the surface whereit has accumulated, 
and by sianting the fine comb it may be 
brought from the scalp without having to go 
the whole length of the hair. As I said before 
the head should be cleaned in spots. When 
the dead skin has been loosened, a — 
brushing is all that is required to remove it. 
By thorough, I mean to spend a full bour, 
first brushing the head and then the hair to 
free itfrom the eruptions of the skin. Fre- 
quently this can be accomplished by shaking 
out or fanning the hair, and subsequent 
brushing will give the hair the glossy, silky 
finish for which so much pomade is used. 

We have on our books a family, includin 
seven giris, for whom we have done wor 
since 1870. The hair was so very poor that 
atthe mother’s suggestion we tried the ex- 
periment of dry-dressing; thatis no water. 
Two of the daughters have not wet their 
head, except while batbing in the ocean, in 
thirteen years, and in both casesthe hair is 
abundantand very beautiful in quality, one 
suit surpassing in quantity that of the mother 
and five sisters combined. It is my experience 
that actresses, who take better care of them- 
selves than any other women, are averse to 
wetting or washing the head, depending en- 
tirely upon amaid to keep it clean and or- 
derly by means ofa comb and brush.

“FRANK AND BOLD” 

When BENJAMIN HaRRISON was de- 
nouncing the wickedness of depriving 
Mrs. DE LA Hunt, a soldier’s widow, of 
an Indiana post-office, he prayed. for 
‘‘either a civil service policy pure and 
simple,’’ or ‘‘that other frank and bold, 
if brutal, method of turning men and 
women out simply for political opinion.“ 

We have since seen President HARRISON 
turn the Democrat out of that same post- 
office, “simply for political opinion,” and 
at the same time refuse to reinstate Mrs. 
De La Hunt, although the male Repub- 
lican who got the office had no such in- 
dorsements and petitions as she presented. 

We have also seen Mr.OBERLY, indorsed 
by the Indian Rights Association and by 
many prominent Republicans who asked 
that he should be retained as an ideal In- 
dian Commissioner, ‘‘turned out simply 
for political opinion.” We have seen Gen. 
BOyNTON of the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazette and other high Republican author- 
ities overhauling court-martial records, 
and showing that the Gen. T. J. MORGAN 
who succeeds OBERLY was found guilty 
when commandinga uegro regiment of 
bribing a sergeant to extort $2 from every 
recruit; that he was found guilty of mak- 
ing false musters of five companies; that 
he swore to a charge of cowardice against 
Lieut. H. C. CoRBIN and supportedit with 
his own testimony as a witness; that the 
court-martial acquitted CORBIN with high 
commendation of his courage and 
conduct, and that the finding of the 
court-martial sentencing Gen. MORGAN to 
dismissal was set aside only because it was 
technically defective in being too lenient 
and in failing to impose on him, as the 
law provided, a sentence which would 
have thereafter disqualified him for hold- 
ing any office under the United States! 

In the De La Hunt case, as well as in the 
Morgan case, the administration could 
hardly have recanted its civil service re- 
form pledges in a manner more frank and 
bold. Naturally enough, Indian Com- 
missioner MORGAN immediately began to 
imitate the administration method by 
having his wife provided witha sinecure 
commission in the Indian service which 
will entitle her to a salary and traveling 
expenses wher ever she may go with him.

Object Lessons in Art Duties. 
From the New York WORLD. 

Here are some related facts worth consider- 
ing. 

Ifthe French Chamber of Deputies refuses 
to pay for Millet’s great painting, ‘‘L’Ange- 
lus, an American is to buy it for $110,609. He 
will bring it here for Americans to see. It will 
do honor to the country to own such a picture. 
It will stimulate artistic culture. Ultimately 
the picture will be given to some museum, 
and thus become the posession and the delight 
of the people. 

But the Government will tax the picture 30 
per cent at the Custom-house. That is to say, 
it will fine the man who brings it here for 
Americans to look at to the extent of $83, 180. 

The Government does not want the $33,180. 
It has more revenue already-than it knows 
what to do with. 

The duty does not ‘‘protect’’ anybody, be- 
cause there is nobody in this country engaged 
in manufacturing masterpieces by J. F. 
Millet. 

The tariff on art does nobody any good. 
The artists, who alone can be supposed to be 
protected by it, complain bitterly of it as 
illiberal, antagonistic to culture and conse- 
quently very hurtful to them. Its abolition 
would heip everybody and hurt nobody. 


Repenting. 
From the New York Times. 

There was a great outcry in Dakota when 
Land Commissioner Sparks sought to prevent 
the stealing of public land in that Territory by 
suspending entries believed to be fraudulent 
until careful examination could be made. But 
now the people of South Dakota are begging 
the President to do wuat Commissioner Sparks 
did, and forthe same reason. The Constitu- 
tional Convention has adopted, by a vote of 
82 to 28, a memorial addressed to the Presi- 
dent urging him to suspend all mineral en- 
tries on school lands because there is ground 
for a belief that a great many of these entries 
are fraudulent. Certain delegates who re- 
called the abuse of Commissioner Sparks op- 
posed the memorial on the ground that its 
adoption would be an admission that the 
Commissioner was only doing his duty when 
he was so violently assailed, but they were 
overruled. 


Cost of Sorghum Sugar in Kansas. 


From the Boston Commercial Bulletin. 

With buildings and machinery costing $38,- 
500 aboat 100,000 pounds of sugar and 36,000 
galions of molasses were turned out at Con- 
way Springs. The product sold for $13,820, 
the cost of production was $14,836, net loss, 
$1,016; a bounty of 2 cents a pound for the 
sugar produced was paid by the State; this 
gave the sugar producers a profit of $983 for 
the season’s operations. Add to this the 
tariff bounty of 2 cents a pound and the sum 
(4 cents) amounts to more than the price of 
bod West India sugar in bond in the New 
York market in ordinary season? and double 
the price of inferior East India sugar in the 
London market.

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That Is What Is Practiced by the 
St. Louis Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 


Claims as to Benefits From Sched- 
ule Ratings Shown to Be 
False. 


Encouraging Insurers to Provide Safe- 
guards—The Board Ruises Its Rates 
After Improvements Were Made — A 
Case of Discrimination by Means of 
Co-lnsurance—An Outrage on the Cot- 
ton Trade and the Glaring Inconsistency 
It Developed—The Co-Insurance Clause 
and How It Proves a Burden — Box 
Factory and Brewery Iilu»trations—Move- 
ment to Organize Against Board Non- 
Intercourse—Other Points. 


TH POST- DISPATCH 
has exploded the 
insurance mine in 
St. Louis. The 
members of the 
Board of Fire 
Underwriters have 
stood back from it 
as if ite each in- 
dividual life had 
beeu endangered, 
and so far they 
have not ventured 
to explore their 
estabishment to 
see how it stands. 
It has been shown first wh at the rules of the 
monopoly are, and how they are enforced. 
The insured of St. Louis have been acquainted 
with the true status of affairs, and officials 
charged With enforcing the laws ofthe State 
have been given a clear case upon which to be- 
gin work. They do not need to waste any time 
whatever on preliminaries. The Secretary of 
State hasthe initiative very clearly, and the 
Attorney General mustat once see how to 
follow itup. The provisions of the anti-trust 
law, which was equally strong against a ty- 
ranny or conspiracy, leave no room for ques- 
tion as to the method of procedure. 

The fact of the organization having been 
established, its rules and regulations, its 
methods of enforcing arbitrary orders and its 
practices in the general course of business 
having been clearly set forth new questions 
arise. Does the board 

OFFER ANY ADVANTAGES WHATEVER 

in its dealings with the commorcial and man- 
ulacturing public? Would its dissolution in 
any way harm the insured orincrease the 
probability of losses? The same answer is 
given to both—-no. And this no is made very 
emphatic and is coupled with tne assertion 
that the only object of the board is to extort 
the highest possible rates from the insured 
and to make it impossible for new agents to 
come into the field unless they are backed by 
extraordinary influence and also in this con- 
nection to crowd out as many of those now in 
as possible. 

A Post- DISPATCH reporter to-day gave that 
phase of the question a patient and searching 
investigation and could come to but one con- 
clusion. Many of the board agents have but 
little idea of the character of their risks, other 
than that the map used by the board asa 
guide says that tbere is such a building there, 
and that it is an excellent, good, fair or bad 
risk. A large proportion of them fall utterly 
in going into detail as to the condition, sur- 
roundings and occupancy of an insured piece 
of property. The non-board agents, on the 
other hand, have the data at hand to give 
any detail required. This would go to prove 
that 

THE BOARD’S ONLY CLAIM I8 FALSB, 

and that it does not stand as a guide and pro- 
tector tothe insured, encouraging improve- 
ments which will lessen the probability of 
fire and reduce to the minimum the probabil- 
ity of loss. And also that its sched- 
ules and tarife are uot in the 
interest of equal dealing and to prevent dis- 
crimination. The board has been compared 
in illustration to the interstate commerce law, 
in that it insores to all the same rate for the 
same character ofrisk. A Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter this morning learned of two risks 
which disprove this. One is that on the stores 
of Wear, Boogher & Co. and the other those 
of Rice, Stix & Co. The business is the same, 
the localities are similar in surroundings, the 
buildings are identical for purposes of insur- 
ance, and any agent using his own judgment 
in writing a policy would give them the same 
rate. The board does this, giving both arate 
of S cents, but on one it imposes the co-in- 
surance clause, the most burdensome feature 
of the policies, which it insists on dictating. 
The only reason for the difference is that the 
board is in a position to insist upon the co-in- 
surance law in one case, while in the other it 
anticipates a danger of the company going to 
the non-board agents. 

This does away witn the idea of fair ay 
though many other illustrations couid be 

iven in support of it. It then leaves the 

euture of 
INSPECTION AND ENCOURAGEMENT 
looking toward the decrease of the hazard ofa 
risk as the only claim of the old monopoly. 
And this claim is proven to be without founda- 
tion. The board members do not want to 
lessen the hazard unless necessary, because 
that would necessitate a reduction in rates 
and a consequent decrease in commissions. 
This also has been clearly established. Tue 
most convincing argument in this direction is 
in reference to the equipping of buildings and 
factories with automatic sprinklers. The non- 
board agents insiston this precaution in all 
special hazards where it is possible, and to 
encourage the insured to do as they advise 
they offer a rate 30 to 50 per cent below 
the one they would otherwise give, cven 
ifthey accepted itatall. The board, on the 
other hand, discountenances the use of the 
sprinklers, though itis compelled to reduce 
its rates 25 to 30 per cent where they are put 
in. When they do that, however, the ris 
must be a good one, whereas the non-board 
agents will cut even a printing house rate in 
haif ifthe building ie fully equipped with the 
sprinklers. This ciase of risks, too, is the 
most difficult to fill of all others. 
IN CONSIDERING INSPECTION 
ie must be remembered that the influence of 
the mutual and non board companies has 
been felt for only about iour years, or less. 
They have both offered special inducements 
to the insured toimprove their pro and 
lessen the danger of fire, ring 
to make «a certain 
improvement 
made. ed this up 
with a rigid i fon, 80 tust in less than 
four years they have accomplis more in 
reduving the danger of fire to the minimum 
than Dad been done for twenty-five years be- 
fore. The companies have three or four times 
a year sent special inspectors to examine all 
risks, these examinations ag Sy addition to 
those required of the agent. latter in his 
the character and 
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age 
epectors. They have nothing to rely 
upon but their own energy and watchfulaess, 
so that they have every reason to encourare 
their patrons to plane safeguards around their 
property and to keep their rremises clean. 
THE BOARD DOES NOT DO THIS, 
but on the contrary it discourages the insured 
in making improvements. The only reason 
for this that can be given is that with a de- 
Cline in rates they would lose correspondingly 
in commissions. That this is true is shown by 
several instances, and in one of them 18 also 
displayed one of the greatest outrazes ever 
perpetrated by the board, and at. the same 
time one of the most remarkable Inconsisten- 
cies. This ls in the experience of the Cotton 
Compress go. The rate had for a long time 
been $1.75 on both sides of the river, though 
on the east side there was absolutely 
no protection against fire. Those in- 
terested on this side of the river made 
a long fight to have the rate 
reduced, and were finally told that if they 
would secure a better water supply the board 
would reduce the rate to $1.50. The Cotton 
Compress Co. agreed to this and went ahead 
and made the required improvement st an 
expense of $4,000. The board kept its promise 
and made a rate of $1.50, but at the end of toe 
year the old $1.75 extortion was reinstated, 
and it is still being exacted, with a probability 
ofthe board adhering to it on the coming 
year. This places St. Louis cotton factors at 
a Kreat disadvantage, but the board seems to 
have no care for that. Inthe East St. Louis 
cotton case 
A GLARING INCONSISTENCY 
is shown, and one which cannot be explained 
away by any business argument. The rate 
there had for a long time been 
the same as on this 
the river, though there was 
tection against fire. That was before East St. 
Louis had a water-works system. When 3 
water supply was secured, and the city au- 
thorities were ableto fight fire with modern 
weapons, the board concluded the $1.75 rate 
was too low and advanced it to $2. The non- 
board companies, which had declined to write 
any risks before when there was no fire pro- 
tection, were appealed to, and agreed under 
certain conditions to give arate of $1.50. Af- 
ter this the avents took steps to cancel the in- 
surance as the conditions had not been com- 
plied with promptiy. They were that connec- 
tions should be made with the water-mains 
and private hose lines provided, and the de- 
lay in putting them in was due to 
physical causes more than anything 
else. The managers of the house 
thought the non-board people were very ex- 
acting, as the board agents had raised no 
objections, but it has since been taken into 
consideration thatthey were in the business 
— extorting a $2 rate more than anything 
else. 


IN THE MATTER OF SCHEDULES 

the board also claims a redeeming feature, 
insofar as it gives all persons the same rate 
under the same circumstances. It has already 
been shown that the same conditions do not 
always have the same weight. In this con- 
nection, however, it is inferred that the non- 
board rates are purely a matter of guesswork, 
and that there is no equity about them. In- 
vestigation, however, shows this to be untrue. 
The non-board agents start out on an estab- 
lished basis, and figure out to a con- 
clusion, aliowing for all improvements 
and making a rebate for improvements made 
after the writing of the risk. Four tllustra- 
tions were found of this to-day. Ohe was in 
that of the Drummond box factory at Alton, 
another in that of the St. Louis, or Liggett & 
Myer, box factory here, and others in the 
cases of the Excelsior and Kiausman brewer- 
les. The board had either refused to make 
rates or grant concessions for improvements, 
or had advanced the existing rates in each of 
these. The non-board element was called 
upon and the risks were all carefully scheduled 
and rated. The board then came back and 
asked if it could have the insurance atthe 
rates, showing that it bad simply counted 
upon extorting a high rate, and bad guessed 
at what the risks could be made to stand, their 
character being such that it was not antici- 

ated the non-board companies would come 
n for the business. 

Another case of guessing also came to light 
this morning. An advance was made on the 
Williamson Belting Co., which resulted in 
the non-board men being called in, The 
board agents then asked if they could have 
the business atthe old rates, and, being told 
no, they jumped the rate up 1 percent. The 
only result was to cause the managers of the 
nen board companies to make inquiries as to 
the difference in the rates, but when they ex- 
amined the scheduies of their own agents they 
found that they were correct. 


STILL MORE GUESS WORK 

was donein the practical extension of the 
schedule districtto the city limits, and the 
rating of dwelling- houses and their contents. 
Before the rating was putin force the board 
agents had deen the liveliest of com- 
petitors. This class of insurance is what 
is known as the cream of the business 
and for brick structures much of it had been 
written at 35 cents for five years, with arate 
of 60 to 70 cents on the furniture and cuntents. 
The universal rate was 40 cents, and in many 
instances where the house and iurniture was 
given to one agent together the same rate was 
made on the furniture. Since the tyranny 
was extended tothe city limits, however, the 
minimum rate has been increased to 75 cents 
for tive years, on dwellings, and to 51. 20 on 
furniture and contents for the same time, with 
no possibility of 1 them together at one 
rate. This is where the board strikes the 
people at large, and particularly the poor 
man, whose taxes, water license and 
insurance come 
extras and eat up 
spare change he might have otherwise have 
had at the end ofthe year. The rating of this 
poopest? was the greutest mistake the board 

us cvery made, and it now sees it very 
clearly. 

ANOTHER BIG MISTAKE 

ls shown in tbe imposition of the co-insurance 
clause. The case quoted above gives a strong 
illustration of this, and shows just how bur- 
densome itcan be made. While this clause 
ia often attached to policies, however, it is 
only imperatively placed on the meat and 
wood interests, Just why these two should 
be singled out cannot be satisfactory ex- 
plalned, and the order seems to be without 
any reason whatever. The people brought 
under it in these interests have pro- 
tested against it very vigorously, 
but to no result except that they 
see that as long as the board is allowed to ex- 
ist they must remain under its burden. This 
clause is nut generally understood, and is as 
follows:

A POSSIBLE OUTGROWTH 
of this and of the board rule of non-intercourse 
is the formation of another organization by 
the non- agents. There are a numbei of 
them, and in all they have 
twenty-five companies in which 
write an ordinary line of 8 or 
a line of $50,000 on special hazzards. he ad- 
Visability of making such an organization was 
discussed to some extent to-day, but the teel- 
ing was against it. These agents do not wish 
to be placed in the light ot in any way agree- 
ing On certain rates, and any organization 
effected would be simply to refuse to write 
any business for board agents until the 
board recedes from its non-intercourse posi- 
tion and allows its members to do business 
regularly with non-board agents. There is 
not a day that board agents do not call on 
their non-board brethern to fill out lines, 
but the agents cannot per- 
form the same service for their rivals.

The Shrimp and Crawfish of the Mississipp: 
— How they Endanger the Levees—Pres.

and crawfish are. all over the 
world, about the most destructive 
opponents that the engineer who hag 
presented to him the problem of how to con. 
fine a river in its bed has to encounter. Own. 
ing a plantation, the existence of which de. 
pends upon levees, and educated at the Troy 
Polytechnic as an engineer, I have studied the 
shrimp and crawfish problem carefully and 
am convinced that howto meet their ravaves 
successfully presents one of the most difficulr 
problems to be solved in our Southern waters. 

MISSISSIPPI SHELLFISH. 

„As a matter of tact, the difference between 
the Mississippi shrimp and crawfish is small. 
Both, I believe, are really crawfish if consid. 
ered scientifically,as the shrimp ofthe Western 
waters differs greatly from the true sirimp. 
But shrimp or crawfish, these auimals are the 
greatest enemies of the levees, even more 
dangerous than floods or creyasses. The lat- 
ter, in fact, are often caused by the honey. 
combing process of these little animais. They 
cannot dig through stone and mortar, but 
everthing else seems to give way before their 
assaults. Living along the banks they dig 
holes in the levee, where they make their 
nests,and often penetrate to greatdepths. Not 
infrequently they completely pierce the 
levee, coming out on the land 
side. This is especially likely to be 
the case where the land is below the 


river, and when the levee presents a steep 
wall on either side. The water sepes through, 
the levee is most seriously weakened before 
any apparent damage is done, as the holes are 
very small, and when a strong pressure is 
broveht to dear the  ipjured dyke 
gives way. Millions of dollars would 
not pay for the dam done by these little 
shelifish during the last ten years, and the 
River Commission has to be continually on 
its guard against them. 
THE TERRIBLE TERNDO. 

An animal that is even more destructive 
is a marine worm known as the teredo. 
This is a long, thin worm, provided 
with a beak as sharp as a chisel. Unlike the 
crawfish, which ig found in all parts of the 
world, in cannot stand a very low tempera- 
ture, but wherever it exists the damage done 
by it, unless the most careful precautions are 
taken, isimmense. Wooden ships are always 
exposed to its assauits, and the copper 
sheathing, which is now aniversally used, is 
— — more for protection against these 
animaicule® than against anythi else. The 
— use ot iron ships on our Eastern sea 

oard has in a great measure distracted at- 
tention from the teredo, which at any rate 
does not flourish In the cold Arctic current 
that runs along the northern Atlantic coast. 
I should remark, by the way, that the teredo 
is seidom if ever found in fresh water. 

A WOODBORING WORK. ‘ 

But where the water is comparatively 
warm the teredo still does immense damage. 
In the spring of 1886 a large steamer belong:

sail and a heavy cargo wa 
mulated on the Alameda dock, 
while the workmen were movin 
entire dock collapsed. Fortuna 
no loss of life, but the destruction of property 
was very large. The ler had been 
recently examined an had been 
pronounced safe. An examination was made, 
when it was ascertained that every pile had 
been eaten out by the teredo, They bad been 
sheathed with iron to the point where they ran 
into the mud, Dut investigation proved that 
the wud level varied with the winds and 
tides, and that at times the unsheathed bot- 
toms wore bare. This was taken advantage 
of by the teredo to effect an en- 
trance, and soon the wood was re- 
duced to a mere shell. On the outside but 
a few 9 could pe discovered, 
none 0 them as large as the 
head ot a pin. But on the iaterlor the diam- 
eter ofthe punctures increased twenty fold 
until nothing was left but a honeycowo. 
When a heavy load was put upon the wharf 
the whole thing collapsed. Only one kind of 
wood, theteak, seems capable of resisting 
the attacks of this worm which does millions 
of dollars’ worth of damage every year.

N THE New York 
WORLD of Sunday

home in Boston. 
They live in a 
Plain little frame 
house at No. 8 
= Parnell street, 
Boston. lerneli street is really an alley run- 
ning from Lennox to Sawyer streets. Sulli- 
van’s mother isa very plain old Irishwoman, 
with a rich brogue, and she suffers with 
rheumatism. When she was asked about her 
eon her face brightened up and displayed the 
pride she felt in him. 

John could walk when he was 10 months, 
she said, and could talk at 16. He was under 
a year when he gave my sister as beautiful a 
black eye as you ever saw. She was kneelin’ 
down holdin’ her hands out to him when be 
ran across the room an let her have it with 
huis right. Oh, John was always a fighter. He 
was as strong as a bear when he was a baby, 
and d struggle in my arms to get down before 
he was weaned, so that it was all I could do to 
hold him. And Iwas neither small nor weak 
myself, added the large-framed old woman, 
stoutly. 

„But for all his strength as a boy he was not 
quarrelsome. He was fonderof playin’ bail 
than of fightin’and never picked on other chil- 
dren weaker than himself. 

‘*‘I suppose,’’ ventured the reporter, that 
you are worried dreadfully when he’s going 
to fight?’’ 

The mother love lighted the faded eyes. 

Indeed, bam. I1’m always afraid he’s not 
goin’ to get fair play. When it’s with the 
gioves I don’t mind but with the bare 
knuckles there's always so much money up 
that there’s no tellin’ whatthe toughs may 
attempt.

The next day the proprietor called on the big 
fellow and offered him the entire re- 
ceipts of the piace, with a guar- 
autee that the amount would not be 
less than $4,500.

It 
was difficult to prevent him from gratifying 
his low desires. That he is giving fuil play to 
them now is clear from the character of the 
neighborhood which he is frequenting in Chi- 
cago. Asforrum, why, helovesit. He tsa 
stubborn brute and it is a mighty hard thing 
to compel him to do anything that he does not 
want to do. This talk about him being 
tempted to drink by his friends is bosh. He 
drinks In order to satisfy a craving for liquor 
and not because he is a good fellow.’’ 

Mr. Muldoon was asced regarding his state- 
ment that Sullivan was in Canada. 

That was made in good faith,’’ he replied, 
Wand Sullivan had an ounce of sense or 
honor he would be there now. When I left 
him the address of a man in Canada, near De- 
troit, was given him, and it was fully under- 
stood that he would go directly there. I as- 
sured him that he would be well taken care 
of, andtnathe could remain there and get 
thoroughly rested and permit his hands to 
grow sirong again. He promised faithfully 


to go. He was to send me a tele 
gram as soon as he arrived there. 
I have becn waiting here to get 


that telegram, and the first thing I hear is that 
he is acting the drunken loafer in Chicago. 
My in‘erestin him ended when the sponge 
was thrown up in Kilrain’s corner last Mon- 
day, but I was still anxiousto be a friend to 
him. Disintereated friendship is something 
that Sullivan does not know anything about. 

Mr. Muidoon was asked concerning the 
stake-money and what share of it Suilivan 
would probably receive. 

His share will be mighty small, was the 
reply, unless be stops drinking. He has no 
right toa penny of it, but both Johnston and 
Wakeley, I understand, were resolved to 
give him their share of it. Under 
the circumstances the money might just as 
well be thrown into the gutter. If it was 
given to him he would probably spend it in 
drinking saloons and less respectable resorts. 
His backers intended to act generously toward 
him, but they may change their minds now. 
It is not likely that a very large amount of 
money will be given him at once, but small 
sums will be given to him at different times. I 
did more for Sullivan than I would dofor any 
other man inthe world. I liked him and be- 
lieved that if he could be knocked into shape 
again he might behave himself, I 
sent my family away and turned my 
home into training quarters and labored 
hard with him. When he came to me his 
stomach was so weak that it would retain only 
the lightest kind of food. There was a hole in 
his neck big enough to hold your fist and his 
flesh was as soft and flabby as a baby’s. He 
looked like a man who would not live three 
montis. I laid out between $300 and $400 in 
fixing the place upto accommodate bim and 
in other necessary expenses, exclusive of 
the household bills. My butcher's bill, while 
he was with me, averaged $100 a week. I in- 
tended to accept nothing for these services, 
but to tell Sullivan that the only pay I wanted 
was to see him Dehave himself and act like a 
man who has some respect for himself. If 
his backers intend to surrender much money 
to him while he is making a beast of himseif, 
I may as well put my bill in and get some of 
the money. Muldoon is pretty well tired 
out, andintends to spend a few days out of 
town. 

Arthur Lumley, one of Sullivan’s backers, 
suid that it depended entirely upon the back 
ers what amount of money the big fellow 
would receive. The entire stakes of $20,000 be- 
long tothe three.men who backed Sullivan, 
and it will be turned over to them in a few 
Gays. Stake-holder Cruge said that be was 
anxious to get rid of the money, but that he 
would not surrender it until he receiveds 
forma! notice from Referee Fitzpatrick stating 
the winner of the fight. When that notice 
comes he will notify both sides, and appoint 
a time and place for paying over the money. 
The place, he said, will probably be in the 
office of some disinterested ne wspaper.

CAN. 


The Equestrian Lion ard Other Curiosities — 
He Is Pleased to See Buffalo Bill’s Face 
Among the Wild West Indians—How to 
See Paris in a Day With a Guide Book.

PARIS, June 29. 


AST evening I visited 
the Hippodrome. I 
now understend why 
the word is synony- 
mous with a large, 
loud cry and a small 
view of wool. Paris is 
plastered all over with 
the gaudy paper of 
the Hippodrome. and 
thé immense building 
is filled at every per- 
formance with people who wish to see the 
performing lion—the equestrian lion. Au or- 
dinary show of tumbling and standard bare- 
back riding is followed by the erection of 
a little iron corral, put up in sections 
by the supers. This looks interesting. 
Then a big iron ice-wagon comes in and backs 
up tothe door of this coneern, a domestic 
horse having previously been admitted into 
the corral. The band now plays a loud and 
defiant strain, the rear door of the van is 
opened and a frightened young cub comes 
out. At bis age it is bard to say whether, 
when he grows up, he will bea Hon ora 
unicorn. He earns hissalaryin about five 
minutes and is then placed in his cage again. 
The band plays louder than before as the ice- 
wagon goes back into the green-room. 
Anotber feature of the hippodrome this year 
is ‘‘the chase. I give these points for the 
benefit of circus managers in America who 
are looking about for new features. The lion 
is the greatest kind of a success in the draw- 
ing line, its pictures onthe wall alone being 
good for many thousands of dollars. The 
chase is areal chase of cross-country in pur- 
suit of atuame stag. The hunters are clothed 
in the style of Louis (the something or 
other), who used to have his clothes 
made that way, especially while reigning. 
The stag is started out at no proper time. 
The hunter’s horn is heard on the hill. Some 
leasant, open-faced dogs turn themselves 
oose, and then come the huntsmen, like fut- 
are punishment, beating tan bark, asthey ex 
press it here in Paris, though the comparison 
suffers, I think, by transiation. With halloo 
and shout the whole Diling of them scoot

The play of 
the turgid muscles spoken of a moment ago 
and the keen anguish of the man, together 
with the poor job made by Delilah in cutting 
his hair, will at once be noticed by the spec- 
tator, especially if, like myself, his tastes 
have al waye ron that way, and his own walls 
at home are literally covered with rare pict- 
ures, secondly by getting up clubs for news- 
papers. 

1 find here, in some instances, I am sorry to 
say, that severalofthe greatest artists have 
been guilty of gross plagiarism ,and especial! 
have they stolen ideas from the patent medi- 
cine advertisers of America. I noted espe- 
claily yesterday a full-lengt: figure of a 
woman engaged in — up her back hair, 
and lam led to believe from an honest and 
unprejudiced view of the picture that she was 
in the habit of doing up ber hair about the 
first thing she did in dressing.

Some day I will speak more at length in re- 
lation to the Art Gallery, where there are 
miles of magnificent pictures, and whole 
marble yarce full ot statuary chiseled by 
hands that have long been impalpable dust. 
We cannot see or take in too much in a day, 
however. After an hour or two the pictures 
alllook alittledimtome and my criticisms 
are more severe, I find. The great danger lies 
in trying to do too much. I would rather see 
one room and go away with its best pictures 
in my memory yy through the gullery in 
88 minutes and go home with a head- 
ache. 

There are two kinds of travelers here and 
everywhere elee. One class goes in for the 
pleasure of seeing and knowing about things; 
the other goes for the purpose of coming home 
inthe fall with a certain number of pelts.

SURRENDERED HIMSELF. 


Ex-Post-Office Superintendent Holland Tires 
of Hiding. 


Michael Holland, formerly Superintendent 
of Post-office Station A (North 8t. Louis), for 
whom a warrant was issued overa week ago, 
this morning marched into District Attorney 
Reynold’s office, accompanied by F. W. Mott, 
and delivered himself to the representatives 
of the Government. Mr. Holland was ap- 
pointed to be Superintendent ef the North St. 


Louis Station afew months ago, being for- 
merly of Post-office Station E in Southwest St. 
Louis. He had a good record in the 
Post-office service and seemed to 
deserve his promotion. Shortly after assum- 
ing his new duties he became Inattentive to 
business, and was often absent from the office 
when he was needed. After a number of in- 
fractions of the rules had come to the ears of 
Postinaster Hyde he decided on the removal 
of Holiand, and selected ex-Member of the 
House of Delegates Peter Gundlach to be his 
successor. A week ago iast Friday night 
Cashier Hays of the Post-office went 
out to Station A to transfer the 
office from Holland to Gundlach. Hol- 
land was not there and had not been there 
for several days. On counting up the cash, 
stampe and envelopes charged against Hol- 
land he found a shortage of $208.50, which he 
reported to Mr. Hyde. 

On Saturday Holland’s bondemen were noti- 
fled of the shortage for which the Post- 
master would hold them Hable. Frederick 
Sonderman, one of the bondsmen, on Mon 
day made an affidavit on which a warrant for 
Holland’s arrest was leened by Commissioner 
Crawford. The Marshal failed to find Holland 
—— the reason that he had gone to Kansas 

sity. 

Holland says that after a few days stay 
away from the city he decided to returu and 
see if his offense against the Government 
could not be settied. His father, who owned 
alittle property was willing to assist him, and 
he came back. Through F. W. Mott, a lot 75 
feet front situated in Carondelet was sold, 
and sufficient money realized to make good 
the shortage. This money was paid to Fred- 
erick Sonderman, who in turn settled with the 
Post-office on last Saturday. Mr. Sondermau 
then went to District Attorney Reynolds and 
asked him ifthe prosecution of Holland would 
not now be abandoned. Mr. Reynolds refused 
to talk about the matter until Holland 
had surrendered himself. Mr. Mott interested 
himeeif in the matter and tried to get the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s assistant, Mr. Cahoon, who 
was in charge of the office when Mr. Mott 
called, to consent to Holland's remaining 
with his family until Monday, but Mr. Cahoon 
would not agree to anything until Holland had 
surrendered himself. As it was then too late 
to give bond Holland decided to risk staying 
out until Monday. He made an appointment 
with Mr. Mott to be at the latter’s office Mon- 
day morning and goto the District Attorney. 
Mr. Mott was called away yesterday to attend 
the funeral of a friend and Holland would not 
go to the Custom-house without a bondsman, 
so waited another day. 

This morning at 10 0’clock he and Mr. Mott 
went to see the District Attorney who called 
in the Marsbal and Holland was then taken 
into custody. He wastaken before Commis- 
sioner Crawford for preliminary examination. 
Holland waived examination and was held to 
answer to an indictment in the sum of $1,000. 
Mr. Mott signed his bond and he was released. 

Holland says he cannot tell where the money 
wentto. He claims that other persons had 
access to the money, stamps, etc. in the sta- 
tion, and that he did not take a cent. He ad- 
mite having acted very foolishly during the 
time he held the position of superintendent of 
Station A, and since his removal. tie has 
gone back to his family and hopes to redeem 
himeelf.

Curious Scenes and Remarkable Prices at 
Crawford’s Clearing Sale.

| LEAD TRUST CERTIFICATES NOT VERY DE: 


range | 


SIRABLE PROPERTY. 


Revelations Concerning the Trust’s Capital- 
ization Disquieting to the Lecal Owners 
ef the Paper—Brokers Anticipate a Fur- 
ther Decline in the Certificates—Books 
With Brass Bands and Padlocks. 


There is considerable dissatisfaction among 
holders of Lead Trust certificates in St. Louis, 
and this dissatisfaction is due to recent reve- 
lations in New York. On Saturday the report 
of the Committee on Unlisted Securi- 
ties of the New I Stock RE 
change was made public and from 
this it appeared that there are outstanding 
630,188 certificates issued by the Lead Trust, 
aud these have par value of $100 each ; total, 
$83,018,800. As ts well known, from recent 
publications, the Colller and the Southern 
White Lead Cos. of St. Louis have been ab- 
sorbed by the trust, the former, 
it is said, on a valuation of 
$2,500,008 and the latter on an unknown 
but presumably smaller valuation. The Col- 
lier and Southern stockholders were given four 
trust certtficates, par value $100, for every $100 
of the valuation represented by their stock- 
holding. or they were given cash on the 
basis of valuation. Some of the ob- 
jectors to the plan of absorption took cash 


and are now congratulating themselves on 
their prudence, while thove who took the 
certificates are far from self congratulation, 
While — ayn om nny that in the absorption of 
all the Jeadfactories in the country the trust 
would be compelled to capitalize enormously 
they did not expect to see the bydrant kept 
open all the time. 

In accepting four $100 certificates for each 
$100 of the exaggerated valuation of their con- 
cerns 

THE STOCKHOLDERS 

believed that they had been accorded extraor- 
dinary privileges by the trust, while it now 
appears vy inference that every concern taken 
into the fold has deen dealt with on the 
Same scale of liberality. They accepted the 
$100 certificates at an actual value of $5, and 
the first sold in that market sold at thut 
figure. Butthe holders were convinced that 
in a very short time the certificates would be 
boosted to $30, on the strength of dividends of 
1½ or 2 per cent on capitalization. This would 
be equiualent to6 ors per centon the amount 
of the local companies’ valuations, and very 
likely between 10 and 12 per cent (or even 
better than that) on a true valuation. 

Instead of showing any tendency to rise the 
certificutes have remained around $25, more 
below than above that figure. The exposure 
of the trust's capitalization has farther weak 
ened the certificates, and the price is only 
maintained near the original price because the 
holders are waiting for some favorable turn 
on which they may escape without serious loss 
on the seore of the profits they expected to 
realize. 

A broker who has handled the certificates 
some since their appearance in this market, 
said this morning: ‘‘The capitalization of 
the truat is the greatest wonder of modern 
business. I have talked to a number of lead 
men since the publication of the Stock Ex- 
change report and they say that it will prove 
impossible to earn more than 1 percent on that 
capitalization. For that earning they declare 
the most favorable conditions must prevail. 
If the demand decreases below the expected 
—and the demand has fluctuated a great deal 
without apparent cause—the earning may not 
amount to one-half of 1 per cent, and what 
will the dividends be under such a condition? 
Stcikes in the building trades extending over 
large territory would 

KEDUCE THE DEMAND 
for white lead to the minimum and such 
strikes are always possibilities. In no way 
could such losses be equulized. If the lead 
concerns had been absorbed under a system 
of fair valuation with exchanges of certificates 
for stock the joint earnings would far excsed 
the present combined earnings; but the whole 
pian seems to be absurd. The result will be 
that the certificates will ge lower and lower, 
and the bolders will become poorer. A reor- 
ganization or dissolation will be necessary 
within a year unless tne most favorable 
circumstances enable the trust to earn more 
than lead men now think it can earn. 
THE TRUST 

has about it all the features of a gigantic bub- 
bie. Itis said that large bonuses have been 
paid to individuals for services in connection 


with the absorption of the various 
1 and that beside a goodly sum 
n cash great biocks of certificates 


went to the projectors and managers of the 
trust. The latter have taken every precaution 
heretofore to guard the secrets of the organ- 
ization. Their books containing records of 
their transactions are very dulky volumes, 
bound over tbe leather with brass 
bands, furnished witn hinges corre- 
sponding to the leather binges. These 
bands terminate at the front of tue book in 
spring clasps, which are further secured by 
peculiarly made padlocks. 

These books were brought to St. Louls at the 
time negotidtions for thea two white lead con- 
cerns, Southern and Collier. were under way 


and did the heavy standing aroun 
which impressed even cool-headed bus 
ness men. The locks were taken 


off several times, but only in the presence of 
individuals interested in the complete suap- 
pression of the books’ contents. So eareful 
were the custodians of these books to guard 
them from the gaze of any others than those 
they chose to inspect them, and so anxious 
were they to suppress all information con- 
pected with their organization that was 
not of interest to them to reveal, that local 
lead men believed the capitalization of the 
trust would never be made public. And now 
there isa faint suspicion floating about that 
the figures 880,188 do not represent ali the cer- 
tificates that have been issued. 

The certificates were quoted to-day at 24, 
but no sales were made. The prophets who 
taiked of 30 within a month have not deen 
heard from recently.

Mr. N. O. Nelson was on the boat 
early and saw that all the provisions 
that might be needed were supplied 
and that only those who, under the rules, are 
permitted to enjoy the excursion, came on 
board. Mrs. J. H. Barnard, who is such an 
active worker in bebalf of the mission, was in 
charge, and she was assisted by Mrs. Alex. 
Mastbrook, Mrs. F. M. Leavenworth, Mrs. 
Frank Roberts, Mra. Siuder, Mrs. Bart- 
lett and Mrs. Frank Roeder. The provisions 
were supplied by the Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation, and there was plenty furnished 
for all on board. Tea, coffee, sugar, lemons, 
crackers and everything that could be needed 
was given, and the St. Louis Dairy Co.

„Sometimes, said Mrs. Cunliff, all of 
the children do not come, and as we have 
made arrangements for their reception and 
care in the country we do not want to disap- 
point the good people who have consented to 
take them. If a farmer drives into the town 
to get a child and it is not there for him he is 
very likely to lose all interest in our work 
and will never exert himself to 
help us. The people about Williams- 
ville have, through a minister there, 


asked us to sound them fifty-six children, and 
as wo feared all of the children notified would 
not come we toldafew others to be here in 
case there might bea vacancy JARs com pa- 
ny.
